1. Wo synoptic weather observations are made at the actual point 
in question, i.e. 90 degrees 15 mimtes west and 50 degrees 30 mimtes 
north; the closest observations being those at New Orleans some 35 miles 
south. The general synoptic situation for the area was as follows: 


@e A cold front oriented northeast southwest had moved across the 
erea approximately five hours earlier replacing the Maritime Tropical 
air with cool, dry Continental Poler air. There was a thin scattered layer 
of cirrus at 30,000 feet and occasional scattered patches of strato- 
cumulus at 3,000 feet over the area. Surface visibility was ten miles. 
Surface winds were from the northeast at 10-12 knots. 

be Winds aloft for the area were the following: At 2,000 feet wind 
from 80 degrees at 20 knots, 4,000 feet from 30 degrees at 10 knots, 6,000 
feet from 30 degrees at 10 mots, 8,000 feet from 340 degrees at 10 knots, 
10,000 feet from 340 degrees at 10 knots, 12,000 feet from 320 degrees at 
15 knots, Remainder of winds up to 35,000 feet are from a general 520 
degrees at 40 knots, increasing to 70 knots at 35,000 feet.

1949 and related following informations At 1930 to 1945 hours while driving 


east from Carrizozo, New Kexico accompanied by his wife their attention was attrac- 
ted to an intense bluish-green light at about an angle of 40° as viewed from in- 
side their care This light appeared as one (1) object and in shape appeared to 
resemble a teardrop or raindrop. As s object neared the ground it appeared to 
increase greatly in size. "S$ position at this time was 3° 37" North 
and 105° 45' west. This object disappeared at approximately 2° True at the horizon 
from this position, No sound or odor was noted. A trail of bluish-green light in 
width the same size as the fireball and tapering off to a point was observed. The 
luminosity was very brilliant. The distance from the observer according to his es- 
timation was about five (5) miles. The speed was very slows lo projections or pins 
were in evidence. At the time of sighting the object was in a dive and disappeared 
either into or behind a mountain peak. The weather at this time wos very clear, no 
clouds, The date of this observation was 4 December 1949, 


4. The witer ascertained that the reputation o is good in this 
community.

5. Ina check of the community for possible other witnesses to this phenom-
